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INTRODUCTION 

Purpose of the Study 

This article is primarily an experiment in interpreting and adapting terminology used by local collectors 
of Mardi Gras type doubloons (tokens) to the broader field of exonumia (medals, tokens, and other items 
resembling coinage). Consequently, this work will be more detailed than those which might follow. 

The author hopes to increase awareness of the variety, artistic value, and collectibility of what is a very 
affordable numismatic series. Although many catalogues exist, none identify the designs. This restricts collect- 
ing to specialization in a particular Mardi Gras or other parade group or to one geographic location. Local 
catalogues limit coverage to keep printing costs and the sale price at inexpensive levels. 

Better cataloguing will encourage collecting by those interested in exonumia. This promotes the art, 
history, and culture of the Gulf Coast region. Mardi Gras doubloons are found not only in New Orleans and its 
suburbs but also in Galveston (Texas), Biloxi (Mississippi), Mobile (Alabama), and Tampa (Florida). Many 
smaller towns in the Gulf Coast states also celebrate with doubloons. 

St. Patrick’s Day and St. Joseph’s Day parades are popular and onlookers expect doubloons. Throws exist 
from Christmas and Fourth of July parades, political campaigns, and private business promotions. Some 
parades fit a local interest. 

Some groups, such at Pete Fountain’s Half/Fast Walking Club, have recurrent themes with doubloon 
designs constituting a series over a long span of time. Artistic quality is frequently very high. Increased 
collector interest will encourage local dealers to stock supplies, may raise some prices, and, in a small way, aid 
the New Orleans economy which was devastated by Hurricane Katrina in 2005. 




Methodology and Measurements 

A single organization was selected for detailed analysis. Pete Fountain’s Club was chosen because of excel- 
lent art work, variety of issues and a forty-two year history with doubloons. 

Each piece was measured with digital calipers and electronic scales. This was necessary to justify conclu- 
sions that most can make with eye and hand. Many factors affect any given measurement, especially when 
recording hundredths of millimeters and tenths of grams. There are no absolutes in manufacture or consistency 
from year to year. The data do provide insight into collecting standards. 

Gauge measurement used in New Orleans refers to the thickness of sheet aluminum before disks are cut 
and doubloons struck. Catalogues use four gauges (8, 10, 12 and 15) to identify thick and thin varieties. 

Using the Pete Fountain doubloon data as a basis for standardization, we can create the following scale for 
converting gauges into a theoretical weight standard for a typical 39.0 mm. aluminum doubloon. 



08 gauge = 8.7 grams 

09 = 8.1 grams 

10 gauge = 7.5 grams 

11 = 6.9 grams 



12 gauge = 6.2 grams 

13 = 5.7 grams 

14 = 5.1 grams 

15 gauge = 4.5 grams 



In actual production, the gauge may vary from the standard. Price or profit can be affected by reducing the 
amount of metal used. Weight can change from year to year and perhaps within a given year. Pete Fountain’s 
15 gauge (thin) doubloons vary from 4.0 to 4.6 grams. 

The typical doubloon is dollar size (39.0 mm.). Some thin aluminum throws from the 1990’s and 2000’s 
have crimped or scalloped edges which measure 40.0 mm or more. Most will fit in dollar size cardboard hold- 
ers or 2”x2” plastic flips. Hard plastic cases are sold in millimeter sizes for 39.0 mm. and 40 mm. 

Die Alignments 

All but a few of Pete Fountain’s doubloons use a traditional medal turn (side to side or horizontal twist) to 
go from obverse to reverse. Only the casino style chips employ a coin turn (vertical or top to bottom twist) to 
view the opposite side. 



Terminology 



Weights and Sizes 

10 gauge - an industrial thickness of aluminum, a typical silver dollar sized doubloon would weigh about 7.5 
grams; the gauge of the commonest speciality throws which are usually sold or thrown in sets of 
three colors - typically gold, green and purple; also called the thick doubloon (The gauge number 
is incorporated into the catalogue numbers.) 15 gauge - an industrial thickness of aluminum, a 
typical silver dollar sized doubloon would weigh about 4.5 grams; the gauge of the commonest 
throws; also referred to as the thin doubloon (The gauge number is incorporated into the catalogue 
numbers.) 

gauge - the thickness of a sheet of metal used to manufacture aluminum doubloons. The standard 
millimeter equivalents of industrial metal gauges vary with each metal.

Fabric (material used in manufacture) 

.999 FS. - 999/1000 fine (pure) silver; a marking frequently found on the edge of silver doubloons 

Doubloon catalogues use “999” to differentiate silver metal doubloons from silver colored aluminum 
doubloons. 

AR - silver, from the Latin argentum; 

AntBZ - antique(d) bronze, an artificially darkened bronze doubloon 

AntCU - antique(d) copper, an artificially darkened copper doubloon 

BZ - bronze, an reddish alloy of copper, tin and zinc commonly used in coinage 

BRS - brass, a yellowish copper based alloy 

COP - used here to indicate copper-colored anodized aluminum 

CU - copper, the abbreviation usually used in numismatic books for copper; used in this catalogue to 

indicate pure? copper 

Dual - a doubloon which has two colors on one side; a speciality doubloon which has an additional color 
laminated on one side. “Tri” is used for the use of three colors. This is not found on Pete 
Fountain’s throws. 

OX/AR - the equivalent of 0/S in doubloon catalogues; oxidized silver, an antiqued (oxidized or blackened) 
silver finish over a bronze doubloon These have no bullion value. 

WD - wood; wood disk similar to a wooden nickel 



Color Designations (examples only) 

BRI - bright or plain shiny aluminum 

GOL - gold (the first three letters of a color are used as part of the identification code) 
MC - Multi-color, code for a doubloon with many colors on both sides 

PNK - pink (see GOL) 



Miscellaneous 

crimped - an edge treatment in which the metal is pushed inward at regular intervals 

doubloon - the term adopted in 1960 by the Krewe of Rex who introduced the concept to Mardi Gras; a silver 
dollar size disk, usually made of aluminum, thrown as largess by Mardi Gras and other parade 
groups to onlookers 

heavy - a term used in the Gulf Coast region for any speciality or extra thick aluminum doubloon; any 
thing other than the thin 15 gauge aluminum throws, wood issues, or casino style chips. 

Ipd - looped, a doubloon with a holed extension or an eye attached so that it can be worn with a ribbon 

or chain. 

Obv. - obverse; front side; side indicating the issuer 

reeded - has regulaily spaced and shaped edge ridges as can be found on American coinage 

Rev. - reverse; back side; theme side on doubloons 

scalloped - an edge with regularly spaced indentations 

SI - Special Issue; any doubloon design which does not conform to that year’s theme design 

throw - a doubloon thrown out in large numbers, by hand or by the bucketful, to the parade crowd; the 
commonest doubloons 



Interpreting a Catalogue Listing 

Numbers represent a rank in value and scarcity, not material or type. Types of doubloons made varies from 
year to year and the choice is eccentric rather than uniform. Here are two typical listings and how they should 
be read.

The listing is shorthand for an uncirculated doubloon issued in 1 983 made of 
pure silver valued at $ 25.00.

This is the code for a thin 1996 uncirculated doubloon made of pink or light 
rose anodized aluminum worth $ 3.00. 



Pricing 

The prices in this catalogue are based on several factors: actual cost to deliver the item including shipping 
and handling charges; general eye appeal and probable collector interest; availability in the general markets 
such as coin shops, collector shows, and ebay; and difficulty of acquisition. 

Speciality doubloons were made in limited numbers, sold only to members or select dealers as fund raisers 
for Mardi Gras expenses, and were personal treasures. Early issues are frequently more available than later 
ones because sufficient time has passed to allow the doubloons to move from the primary market (original pur- 
chaser) to the secondary or collector/dealer market where supply and demand set prices rather than member- 
ships. Also, over time costs of production rose and the numbers of even common issues declined due to rising 
manufacturer’s charges. More recent issues still have sentimental value and may not reach the collector market 
readily. Silver doubloons are especially impacted by the rise and fall of bullion prices. The “silver hubhle” 
of 1979-1980 may have sent a large number of .999 fine silver doubloons to the melting pot. CuiTently, high 
silver prices discourage Mardi Gras groups from ordering many silver doubloons, even though there is no addi- 
tional charge if a die is used on more than one kind of metal. 

As of this writing, the reference collection is incomplete. Prices of pieces not yet examined are estimates 
based on similarities to other types actually observed. Presently, the market does not differentiate between 
high and low scarcity. 



SIGNATURES ON PETE EOUNTAIN DOUBLOONS 



The father of and most famous maker of doubloons was H. Alvin Sharp (H.A.S.). Also well known for the 
quality of douhloon ai1 is Blaine Kem who signs his work with B.K. or B.K.A. for Blaine Kern Artists. Most 
of the artists’ initials are not known. Frolich is the New Orleans poster artist who does covers for the New 
Orleans Mardi Gras Doubloon Swapper’s Check List and Price Guide.

1968 - Italic-Americans

1969 - Spanish-Americans

At this point, the special issues should be considered as non-collectible 
because of rarity. 

The Guide also 
records an aluminum throw.

2006 - The Prince and Katrina 

The devastation in New Orleans caused by Hurricane Katrina resulted in the loss of nearly half of its 
population. The economic impact did not destroy Mardi Gras, nor crush hopes and plans for recovery, but 
many aspects of New Orleans life were curtailed by the pressing necessities of rebuilding. Fewer doubloons 
were distributed than in previous years. In 2006, Pete Fountain’s group distributed only two types.
